It ’s n o w p o ssible fo r a p erso n to 
earn in creased So cial Secu rity ben e­ 
fits by wo rkin g o n p ast age 65. 
A little-p u blicized p ro v isio n in the 
recen t o v erhau l o f the So cial Secu ri­ 
ty Act reward s, with y early in ­ 
creases, men who co n tin u e o n their 
o wn earn in gs in stead o f claimin g 
their retiremen t ben efits. 
A m an ’s in d iv id u al ben efit can be 
in creased as mu ch as 7 p er cen t. Ad ­ 
d itio n s lu 'gin after he has q u alified 
fo r fu ll ben efits, at age 65, an d can 
co n tin u e fo r a max imu m o f sev en 
y ears. 
Actu ally , the in creases are cred ­ 
ited mo n thly , at the ra teo f l-12th p er 
cen t. Thu s, at an y time d u rin g the 
y ear, when ev er a wo rker d ecid es to 
file fo r ben efits, cred it will hav e 
t>een earn ed fo r each mo n th the p en ­ 
sio n was d eferred . 
“ These in creases d o n o t ap p ly to 
a retired co u p le’s ben efit, ho wev er, 
bu t o n ly tin * hu sban d ’s in d iv id u al en ­ 
titlem en t,” it’s ex p lain ed by A1 
Bern zweig o f the So cial Secu rity Ad ­ 
min istratio n ’s regio n al New Yo rk 
o ffice. 
The d istin ctio n in v o lv es the 
so mewhat co mp licated m an n er in 
which ben efits are calcu lated . 
F irst, the w o rker’s av erage y ear­ 
ly earn in gs are d etermin ed . A fo r­ 
mu la sp ecifies the p erio d o f y ears to 
be u sed It’s n o t actu al to tal earn ­ 
in gs that are av eraged , ho wev er, bu t 
amo u n ts u p to a m ax im u m each 
y ear, d etermin ed by that y ear’s 
“wage base.” 
If that so u n d s to o co mp licated — 
as it d o es—it wo rks this way : An y ­ 
o n e who d u rin g the early ’60s earn ed 
as mu ch as $4,8 00 was q u alify in g 
fo r max imu m retirem en t ben efits, 
sin ce $4 ,8 0 0 in tho se y ears was the 
wage base. In earlier y ears, the base 
was ev en lo wer. In recen t y ears it 
has risen stead ily —to $9 ,000 last 
y ei/i Earn in gs that were n ev er less 


than the wage base, in an y y ear, 
q u alify a wo rker fo r the max imu m 
retirem en t ben efit. Fo r the man 
reachin g age 65 in 197 3, that m ax i­ 
mu m is $266 10 a mo n th. 
That figu re, kn o wn as his “ p ri­ 
mary in su ran ce am o u n t” 
(“P .LA.” 
in So cial Secu rity jargo n ), is d eter­ 
min ed by his av erage earn in gs. If 
they were less than the “wage base” 
in so me y ears, his P .I.A. wo u ld be 
u n d er $266.10. 


Fo r a retired co u p le, the mo n thly 
ben efit is the hu sban d ’s P .I.A. p lu s 
50 p er cen t o f that amo u n t fo r his 
wife, if she’s also 60 o r o ld er. Thu s 
the cu rren t max imu m So cial Secu ri­ 
ty ben efit is o n e an d a half times 
$266.10, o r $399.15. 
When a man elects n o t to claim 
his p en sio n ben efits at 65, it is o n ly 
his P.I.A. that in creases. This y e a r’s 
m ax im u m o f $266.10 wo u ld in crease 
in sev en y ears, fo r ex amp le, to 
$284 80. 
Ho wev er, the 
max imu m 
P I A. is sched u led to climb each 
y ear; it’s p ro jected as $336.50 sev en 
y ears fro m n o w. The man claimin g 
ben efits in 1980 wo u ld thu s co llect 
$336.50 p lu s in terim in creases. 
Bu t when he fin ally d o es claim 
his ben efits, what’s ad d ed fo r his 
wife is n o t half o f this n ew, in creased 
P I.A., bu t 
half o f his o rigin al 
$266.10. Thu s the in crease in a m a r­ 
ried co u p le’s ben efit wo u ld fall co n ­ 
sid erably sho rt o f 7 p er cen t. 


The p rin cip al ad v an tage o f d e­ 
ferred claim s will be in q u alify in g 
fo r the n o rmally higher P .I.A.s o f 
the y ears ahead . An d to q u alify fo r 
m ax im u m ben efits, the m an ’s earn ­ 
in gs will hav e to co n tin u e to be at 
least as high as the wage base. 
The in cen tiv e to d efer claimin g 
ben efits will thu s ap p eal mo stly , it 
wo u ld seem , to men who co n tin u e to 
en jo y , p ast age 65. n o t o n ly go o d 
health bu t go o d earn in gs.

WASHINGTON (NEA)— Reflec­ 
tio n u p o n the American p resid en cy , 
an d the men who gain it, is in escap a­ 
ble at this time. We hav e ju st in au ­ 
gu rated Presid en t Nix o n a seco n d 
time. Two fo rmer p resid en ts, Harry 
Tru man an d Ly n d o n Jo hn so n , hav e 
d ied within a mo n th. An d an o ther, 
Jo hn F. Ken n ed y , is u n d er n ew criti­ 
cal fire. 
Death, o f co u rse, mu tes criticism 
an d magn ifies p raise. Bu t bo th Tru ­ 
man an d Jo hn so n left o ffice as high­ 
ly co n tro v ersial men . 
It was the sam e fo r Ken n ed y 
when he was assassin ated . Un til that 
mo men t, liberals who later ap p lau d ­ 
ed him had been ex co riatin g him as 
“all sty le an d n o su bstan ce.” 
Richard Nix o n , ev en as he sav o rs 
his u n p reced en ted re-electio n v ic­ 
to ry an d settles in to an o ther fo u r 
y ears, hears the ap p ellatio n “ Kin g 
Richard ” an d feels the lash fo r his 
alleged so litary high-han d ed n ess in 
o ffice. 
Is there n o n ice way to be p resi­ 
d en t in this age? 
Ev en tho u gh criticism o f high 
p u blic figu rd s ru n s as a sto u t thread 
thro u gh o u r who le histo ry , o n e is 
d riv en to search fo r sp ecial ro o t ele­ 
men ts in the attitu d es critics ex hibit 
to ward recen t p resid en ts. 
Activ ism m arks all the p resi­ 
d en ts 
here 
men tio n ed , 
in clu d in g 
Ken n ed y . A key thru st o f the “n ew 
criticism ” d irected at him by au tho r 
Hen ry Fairliein his bo o k, “The Ken ­ 
n ed y Pro m ise,” is that—far fro m 
bein g m ere sty listic stru tters—Ken ­ 
n ed y an d his men were d riv en to a 
kin d o f restless mo tio n which, as 
mu ch as their fin e wo rd s, lifted ex ­ 
p ectatio n s to o high. 
Bu t so me histo rian s hav e sho wn 
q u ite easily that the American p eo ­ 
p le thro u gh time, hav e p referred ac­ 
tiv ism in their p resid en ts. It can be 
d emo n strated , in d eed , that p resi­ 
d en ts who shift fro m seemin g in ac­ 
tio n to v isible mo tio n gain statu re. It 
hap p en ed to Mr. Nix o n in the seco n d 
p art o f his first term, as he reached 


o u t to Pekin g an d Mo sco w, mo v ed 
to ward p eace an d d isarm am en t, 
grap p led mo re fo rcefu lly with the 
d o mestic eco n o my . 
Mo reo v er, the critics 
seld o m 
hav e lo o ked kin d ly u p o n p resid en ts 
d eemed to be in activ e. The heav iest 
charge they laid u p o n Dwight D. Ei­ 
sen ho wer was that he was “ to o p as­ 
siv e’ ’ in his o ffice. They ap p eared 
then to be y earn in g fo r an activ ism 
they n o w p ro fess to see almo st as an 
o ccu p atio n al d isease o f the p resi­ 
d en cy . 
Their ren d erin g o f Eisen ho wer 
was, o f co u rse, serio u sly flawed . 
This “ in activ e” p resid en t en d ed the 
Ko rean war, p u t tro o p s in Leban o n 
to q u iet the Mid d le East, mad e ac­ 
tiv e n egativ e cho ices n o t to aid the 
Fren ch in In d o chin a an d to d issu ad e 
them an d the British at Su ez, sen t 
tro o p s to Little Ro ck to en fo rce co u rt 
d esegregatio n o rd ers he d isliked , 
trav eled mo re wid ely in the wo rld 
than an y p resid en t befo re him. 
Is there so methin g else, then ? 
Has it to d o with the KIND o f acti­ 
v ists who m ake it to the White 
Ho u se? 
Su rely it takes a sp ecial breed — 
men who m the American p eo p le 
sen se hav e a cap acity to d ecid e 
to u gh thin gs, ho wev er to rtu o u sly o n 
o ccasio n ; men who hav e the d riv e 
an d stamin a to en d u re n o t o n ly the 
rigo rs o f o ffice bu t o f d rawn -o u t 
camp aign s which the “ id ealists” 
co n triv e to make in to mo re co mp lex , 
ago n izin g o rd eals with the p assin g o f 
time. 
Thin k abo u t it. Richard Nix o n 
has been ro u n d ly d isliked by man y 
sin ce he became a p u blic figu re in 
1947 . Bu t when he retires as p resi­ 
d en t in 197 7 , he will hav e been at the 
highest p lan e o f p u blic life fo r a fu ll 
gen eratio n . 
Obv io u sly he has q u alities which 
register with the co u n try . So , in v ar­ 
y in g measu re, d id his p red ecesso rs. 
Mu st we alway s wait fo r tho se d is­ 
tan t ju d ges, the histo rian s, to tell u s 
what these men really hav e?

Lenders blame U.S. census 
for housing confusion

A 
“ hopelessly inaccurate’ ’ Census 
Bureau projection made in the 
late 1960s is responsible for the 
widespread confusion about the 
immediate future of housing, 
an 
association 
representing 
mortgage lenders is claiming. 
“ They very gravely under­ 
estimated the rate of household 
formation,” said Kenneth Thy- 
gerson, staff economist of the 
U.S. Savings and Loan League, 
which represents savings and 
loan associations, the nation’s 
biggest mortgage lenders. 
Even though the projection 
was wrong, and each is proved 
increasingly inaccurate by oth­ 
er government figures, both 
Government 
and 
private 
malysts persist in using it for 
heir own projections, Thyger- 
on added. 
As a result, forecasters are 
widely divided in their opinions 
Some claim the market is over­ 
built and is headed for a de­ 
cline. Others maintain the in­ 


dustry hasn’t yet satisfied de­ 
mand. 
The league holds to the latter 
opinion, and predicts another 
big year. 
This is how Thygerson ex­ 
plains it: 
Around 1967 the Census Bu­ 
reau made a 
projection of 
household 
formations, 
as 
it 
does every five or six years. 
Based on this projection, it was 
estimated that 26 million units 
would be needed over the next 
10 years. 
The figure was widely used 
and became part of the presi­ 
dent’s annual report on national 
housing goals. Bankers, secu­ 
rities analysts, appliance and 
furniture makers, builders and 
others relied on it also. 
As 
the 
industry 
emerged 
from a severe slump a few 
years ago these analysts began 
eyeing the annual construction 
figures to see if the pace would 
exceed estimates. In 1971 some 
2.5 million units were added; in 
1972, nearly 3 million. 
While these figures include 


mobile homes as well as con ­ 
ventional units, some observers 
began to fear that the pace was 
exceeding demand. And so they 
sounded the warning: Look for 
a housing slump, maybe a dis­ 
astrous one, in 1973. 
However, says Thygerson, 
the Census Bureau projections 
through March 1972 have un­ 
derestimated household forma­ 
tion by more than 1.2 million. 
Its own yearly estimates con­ 
firm the error. 
Since formations are the key 
to new housing, and since for­ 
mations are running stronger 
than had been foreseen, the 
league contends the industry is 
still a long way from having 
saturated the market. 
It maintains there is support­ 
ing data for this thesis. Strong 
demand is indicated, it ex­ 
plains, by a vacancy rate on 
single-family homes of only 0.09 
per cent, lowest since 1960. And 
the over-all rental vacancy rate 
of 5.8 per cent late last year, 
far 
below 
recent 
averages, 
adds further support. 


Operation 
Identification, 
a 
plan to help put thieves out of 
business, has been established 
in Dixon and surrounding areas 
by the Independent Insurance 
Agents of Lee County, with the 
support of the Dixon Police 
Department 
and 
the 
Lee 
County Sheriff's Department. 
This simple, inexpensive pro­ 
gram, which 
is spreading 
rapidly across the country, en­ 
ables an ordinary citizen to help 
fight crime and to protect his 
own home and possessions, ac­ 
cording to Tom Bemis, vice- 
president of the insurance 
agents. 
This anti-burglary effort has 
been developed over the past 
several years and has achieved 
a noteworthy record of success 
where it has been in operation. 
In Monterey Park, California, 
where the idea orginated in 
1963. half of the 11.000 home­ 
owners have joined th eplan. 
and since its 
start, only 23 
participants have reported 
burglaries, while some 2.000 
break-ins have been reported 
by 
those 
nottaking 
part, 
statistics showed. 
In 
Saginaw, 
Township, 
Michigan, 
there 
were 
306 
breakings and enterings during 
1971, but not one of those oc­ 
curred in a home involved in 
the 
operation. 
Pasadena, 
California. Columbus, Georgia 
and New Orleans, Louisiana, 
and other communities have 
reported similar sucesses. 
The program operates this 
way. A house or apartment 
dweller engraves his driver’s 
license number, social security 
number, or other personal 
number on all his possessions 
which would interest a burglar. 
(In this area, etching pens are 
available free of charge for use 
from any Lee County 
In ­ 
dependent Insurance Agent). 
The owner then puts a sticker 
on his door or window which 
reads: “ All items of value on 
these premises have been 
marked for ready identification 
by law-enforcement agencies.” 
Two main deterrents to crime 
are credited to the program. 
First, burglars steal to sell 
their booty to fences and fences 
ordinarilly will not buy items 
easily traceable to the rightful 
owners. Second, burglars often 
will not enter a participant’s 


home once they see the sticker 
on a door or window because 
the thieves don't want to be 
caught with identifiable goods. 
Operation 
Identification 
is 
being used in over 37 states, the 
District of Columbia, Puerto 
Rico and Guam, and is rapidly 
spreading in various directions 
Coverage is particularly wide 
in California and Michigan. In 
Illinois, the Law Enforcement 
Commission 
requested 
a 
$200,000 federal grant to intro­ 
duce Operation Identification 
on a Statewide basis. 
The Lee County Independent 
Insurance Agents believe the 
real key to the program is by 
wide participation by citizens, 
and they urge citizens to con­ 
tact their Independent In ­ 
surance 
Agent, 
the Dixon 
Police Department, or the 
Sheriff's Department for free 
use of the etching pen and 
warning stickers. Bemis said.

Airlines air mixed feelings on fare ban

N EW YO RK (A P) — The air 
lines industry views with mixed 
¡»•clings a government order 
'•liminting such discount fares 
as the family plan and the 
vouth plan, a step which the 
government says could lead to 
reductions in regular fares. 
After lengthy hearings on 
tare structures, the Civil Aero­ 
nautics Board issued in Decem­ 
ber an order canceling family 
and youth rates on grounds 
they were discriminatory and 
unreasonable. 
Instead of making the cancel­ 
lation effective immediately, it 
said hearings would be con­ 
ducted on the effects of the 
cancellation. The board’s view 
was that when a number of dis­ 
count 
or 
promotional 
fares 
have been eliminated, many of 
the special passengers would be 


paying regular fares, thereby 
increasing the carriers’ reve­ 
nues, and making possible a re­ 
duction in basic rates. 
Under the family plan, the 
head of the family pays the 
regular fare; there is a dis­ 
count of 25 per cent for his wife 
and for their children over 12 
years of age, and a discount of 
33 1-3 per cent for children un­ 
der 12. 
The “ youth standby” rate — 
requiring a passenger to take a 
chance on getting a seat on a 
specific flight — has a discount 
of 33 1-3 per cent. Some lines 
also have a “ youth reserva­ 
tions” rate with a discount of 
20 or 25 per cent. 
The family plans have been 
in use since 1948 and the youth 
plans since 1960. 
These special plans are not a 
major source of revenue, the 
airlines say. Trans World Air­ 


lines estimates the family plan 
accounts for about 10 per cent 
of its revenue passenger-miles, 
and the youth standby plan for 
about 5 per cent. 
TWA, American Airlines and 
United Air Lines have filed pe­ 
titions with the CAB asking for 
reconsideration of the order, 
but for differing reasons. 
TWA argues that the board 
was mistaken in its ruling that 
the costs of carrying passen­ 
gers at 
special rates were 
“ substantially the same” as the 
costs of carrying them at regu­ 
lar rates. 
It 
also asserted that 
the 
board 
“ mistakenly 
assumed 
that elimination of these dis­ 
count fares would lead to lower 
prices 
for 
normal 
tickets.” 
TWA says the CAB “ erroneous­ 
ly argues that discount traffic 
is ‘subsidized’ by normal fare 
traffic.” 


Melvin A. Brenner, vice pres­ 
ident of marketing and plan­ 
ning for TWA, says .'amily and 
youth fares not only help spe­ 
cial passengers, but also are of 
indirect benefit to the regular 
passengers. 
“ The cost of flying does not 
vary much with the number of 
seats 
occupied,” 
he 
says. 
“ Therefore if we can bring ad­ 
ditional people aboard, a few 
more people — say 10 per cent 
— can make a big difference in 
economic viability.” 
In the industry as a whole, 
scheduled airlines have found 
the average flight has about 50 
per cent of its seats empty. 
American Airlines has also 
petitioned the board to keep 
family and youth plans, but 
United Air Lines has proposed 
that 
the 
board’s 
order 
be 
placed in effect immediately. 
Although United has such 


services for competitive rea­ 
sons, a spokesman says, its 
long-term philosophy has been 
against them. United always 
contends that the discounts di­ 
vert more traffic than they gen­ 
erate 
and 
might 
be 
dis­ 
criminatory, as the CAB says. 
Youth standby age rules have 
been difficult to enforce, the 
spokesman adds. 


Eastern Air Lines has gener­ 
ally opposed systemwide dis­ 
count 
fares, leaning toward 
promotional fares designed for 
special markets — such as the 
multitude of colleges and uni­ 
versities in Eastern’s territory. 
Eastern is a North-South car­ 
rier with relatively short flights 
and says it faces competition 
from trains and buses that puts 
it in a different position than 
that 
of the transcontinental 
lines.

HOLLYWOOD (N E A )- Ja c k 
Warner is still about the most 
outspoken of the Hollywood old- 
timers Even though his big his­ 
torical-musical, “ 1776.” is do­ 
ing well at the box office. W ar­ 
ner is a bit miffed at some of the 
reviews. 
“ Any so-and-so who doesn't 
like that picture,” says Warner, 
“ isn't a true .American. ”

He said 
he didn't think there were too 
many of them around 
“ Actually,” he said, “ the re­ 
cording industry is the cleanest 
of all the arts today, because it 
is so closelv policed bv the 
FCC.” 
In the old days, song hits 
came out of Broadway musi­ 
cals. Then it was movies that 
made the musical memories of 
the moment. You’d think that 
today TV would have taken 
over, as the birthplace of songs. 
“ No.” says record man Larry 
Uttal. “ TV can’t make a record 
hit And neither can the movies 
or the Broadway musicals any 
more. Today it’s radio that 
makes hits. 
“ TV and the movies can cre­ 
ate record situations. It’s radio, 
through constant repetition, 
that makes songs into hits.” 
As Exhibit A, Uttal—head of 
Bell Records—cites the case of 
one of his big hits, “ I Think I 
Love You” by The Partridge 
Family. People think that was a 
TV-made hit. Uttal says it was 
recorded before the show ever 
went on the air and wasn't per­ 
formed on TV until around 
Thanksgiving 
of 
that 
year. 
Through radio it had become a 
hit long before it was done on 
TV. 
As Exhibit B, he talks about 
the original cast album of “ Lost 
Horizon,” which his company is 
releasing. 
The movie 
won’t 
come out until sometime in the 
spring. But he’s willing to bet 
that one or more of the songs 
will be hits ahead of the film’s 
release because the album will 
be out and exposed on radio. 


A big. bold prediction—within 
a few months, tape will sup­ 
plant film for the bulk of TV 
production 
That prediction comes from 
Bob Seidenglanz, who is natur­ 
ally in the tape business. What 
he's done is fill a demand be­ 
fore it existed He's built a cou­ 
ple of small trucks—Compact 
Video is the name of his firm— 
which are equipped to make 
taped TV on location anywhere. 
Business is booming. Seiden­ 
glanz’ trucks have filmed doz­ 
ens of commercials, segments 
of many local Los Angeles 
shows, large hunks of the Julie 
Andrews Show, upcoming spe­ 
cials starring Elvis Presley, an 
NBC special called Up With 
People, and much more. 
With the miniaturized equip­ 
ment he and his staff build. Sei­ 
denglanz' operation can make a 
show, he says, in a tenth the 
time of filmed TV. And he says 
that. with tape rather than film, 
a TV’ show can be edited in a 
day. instead of four weeks it or­ 
dinarily takes. 
They 've developed what they 
call 
“ computerized 
editing,” 
which enables them to put 
scenes together in a few min­ 
utes. This is such a recent de­ 
velopment-only perfected in 
the last six months —that many 
people in the industry are una­ 


ware of it 
Each truck has a crew of 
from three to seven men. de­ 
pending on the need 
That's 
opposed to a typical film crew 
of between 20 and 40 people 
When they did a recent CBS 
show. 
Amateur's 
Guide 
To 
Love. Compact Video used a 
three-man crew 
Seidenglanz says that CBS 
told them they couldn't have 
done the show for anywhere 
near the same price using a 
film crew. 
Although the company spe­ 
cializes in musical shows so far, 
they have done one TV drama— 
“ Sandcastles” —and it turned 
out well Tape is the coming 
thing for TV production, and 
companies like Compact Video 
are making it possible

Since th e ex ch ange op ened its 
doors more th an th ree cen­ 
tu ries ago, th e floor work as 
jobbers, brokers, inv estment 
adv isers and research ers h as 
been limited to men. 
Bu t, on March 25, th e six 
women formally will become 
fu ll members of th e ex ch ange 
and end one of Britain’s most 
obv iou s bastions of male su ­ 
p remacy . 
“To get to th e top of th e p ro­ 
fession, y ou h av e to be a mem­ 
ber; and women will now be 
able to start th eir own firms 
and become p artners in th e 
firms th ey work in,” said Mu ­ 
riel Wood.
